LICENSES  TERMINATED,  JULY  1936 

License  no.  145,  issued  December  29,  1921,  to  West  Plains  Serum  Co.,  West 
Plains,  Mo.,  was  terminated  July  18,  1936,  because  of  changes  made  in  the 
arrangements  for  final  bleeding  of  hyperimmune  hogs  and  conducting  autopsies 

RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regulatory  laws,  as 
reported  to  the  Bureau  as  follows: 

Meat-Inspection  Law 

For  offering  uninspected  meat  for  interstate  shipment: 
Morris  Lurier,  Worcester,  Mass.,  $15  fine. 
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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  535. — In  re  Russel  Marker,  Springfield,  Ohio.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  May  15,  1936,  issued  an  order  suspending  respondent 
from  registration  as  a  dealer  for  6  months  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply 
for  a  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  the  filing  of  a  reasonable  bond  or  the 
furnishing  of  other  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance  of  his 
obligations  incurred  as  a  dealer.  As  respondent  has  made  arrangements  to  pay 
cash  or  give  a  certified  check  for  all  livestock  purchased  at  the  Springfield  Sales 
Co.  Stockyards,  the  Acting  Secretary  on  August  28  issued  an  order  modifying 
his  previous  order  so  as  to  permit  respondent  to  do  business  as  a  dealer  without 
bond  provided  that  all  purchases'  of  livestock  made  by  him  shall  be  paid  for  in 
cash  or  by  certified  check. 

Docket  no.  550. — In  re  Gelb  and  Einhorn,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  June  9,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondents 
by  false  and  fraudulent  representations  had  obtained  a  license  to  carry  on  busi- 
ness in  connection  with  the  marketing  and  handling  of  live  poultry  under  the 
provisions  of  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.  On  June  16  a  hearing 
was  held.  On  the  basis  of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  the  Acting  Secretary 
on  August  7  ordered  that  the  respondents'  license  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
30  days  from  September  1,  but  that  such  suspension  shall  not  become  effective 
if  the  licensee  respondents  shall  on  or  before  that  date  file  with  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  a  true  and  correct  balance  sheet  correctly  showing  their  financial 
status,  prepared  and  certified  to  by  a  reliable  certified  public  accountant,  and 
provided  further  that  upon  examination  of  the  books  and  records  of  the  respond- 
ents by  an  accountant  for  the  Government  the  same  be  found  to  be  true  and 
correct,  and  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to  a  license  under  the  poultry  amendment. 

Docket  no.  551. — In  re  Albert  L.  Winkel  Live  Poultry  Corporation,  New  York, 
N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  June  9,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry 
alleging  that  respondent  by  false  and  fraudulent  representations  had  obtained 
a  license  to  carry  on  business  in  connection  with  the  marketing  and  handling 
of  live  poultry  under  the  provisions  of  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Act.  On  June  15  a  hearing  was  held.  On  the  basis  of  the  record  made  at  the 
hearing,  the  Acting  Secretary  on  August  7  ordered  that  the  respondent's  license 
be  suspended  for  a  period  of  30  days  from  September  1,  but  that  such  suspension 
shall  not  become  effective  if  the  licensee  respondent  shall  on  or  before  that  date 
file  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  a  true  and  correct  balance  sheet  cor- 
rectly showing  its  financial  status,  prepared  and  certified  to  by  a  reliable  certi- 
fied public  accountant,  and  provided  further  that  upon  examination  of  the  books 
and  records  of  the  respondent  by  an  accountant  for  the  Government  the  same  be 
found  to  be  true  and  correct,  and  sufficient  to  entitle  it  to  a  license  under  the 
poultry  amendment. 

Docket  no.  552.- — In  re  Hohnan  Poultry  Co.,  Newark,  N.  J.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  June  23,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent 
had  violated  the  provisions  of  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that 
it  had  engaged  in  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  practices  and  devices  in 
connection  with  the  handling  of  poultry  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was  held  on 
June  30.  On  August  26  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging 
in  the  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  practices  and  devices  alleged,  and  within 
30  days  to  pay  to  the  Getz  Poultry  &  Egg  Corporation  of  Chicago,  111.,  the  sum 
of  $326.16  as  reparation. 

Docket  no.  558. — In  re  Ida  Frank,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the  applicant 
an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  her  application  for  license  made  under  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  July  24.  On  the  basis 
of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  had  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able  to  fulfill  the  obligations 
that  she  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  August  21  the  applicant  was 
notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry  would  be  issued 
to  her. 

Docket  no.  560. — In  re  Paul  Errico,  Hoboken,  N.  J.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the  applicant 
an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  his  application  for  license  made  under  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  July  24.  On  the  basis 
of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  had  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able  to  fulfill  the  obligations 
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that  he  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  August  14  the  applicant  was 
notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry  would  be  issued 
to  him. 

Docket  no.  561. — In  re  Hugo  Hechter,  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  The  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the 
applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  his  application  for  license  made 
under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the  Packers 
and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  July  22.  On 
the  basis  of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  had 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able  to  fulfill  the 
obligations  that  he  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  August  19  the  applicant 
was  notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry  would  be 
issued  to  him. 

— In  re  Marine  Live  Poultry  Market,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held 
to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for 
license  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory 
to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held 
on  July  22.  On  the  basis  of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the 
applicant  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able 
to  fulfill  the  obligations  that  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  August  18 
the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry 
would  be  issued  to  it. 

Docket  no.  564- — In  re  Western  Live  Poultry  Market,  Inc.,  Union  City,  N.  J. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be 
held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for 
license  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory 
to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held 
on  July  27.  On  the  basis  of  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the 
applicant  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able  to 
fulfill  the  obligations  that  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  August  18 
the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry 
would  be  issued  to  it. 

Docket  no.  565. — In  re  John  C.  Krichbaum,  Jr.,  Chicago,  111.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  July  11,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent 
had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  failed,  neglected,  and 
refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  or  to 
furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance  of 
his  obligations  incurred  as  a  dealer.  On  July  21  respondent  admitted  the  truth 
of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  August  4 
respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  dealer  for  6  months  with  leave, 
however,  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  the 
filing  of  a  reasonable  bond  or  furnishing  of  other  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure 
the  performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as  a  dealer.  He  was  also  ordered  to 
cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  dealer  without  executing  and  maintain- 
ing a  reasonable  bond  or  furnishing  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity. 

Stockyards  Withdrawn  From  Jurisdiction 

The  Canton  Livestock  Co.  Stockyards,  located  at  Canton,  S.  Dak.,  was  with- 
drawn from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  August  5,  1936, 
and  the  Smith  Stock  Yards,  located  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  was  withdrawn  on  August 
20,  as  the  area  now  used  for  stockyard  purposes  at  each  of  these  yards  is  less  than 
20,000  square  feet. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Farmers  Stock  Yards,  located  at  Carlisle,  Ky.,  was  posted  as  coming  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  August  25,  1936.
